For seteral days 
before the Baltic sailed from Liver- 
pool there had been rumors of the 
capture of the submarine.

When the Bremen became entan- 


gled, it was said, she had evidently 
tried to free herself, and when the 
was found by British destroyers her 
bow was near the surface, but her 
stern was firmly held by the Letting.

ent war will be pressed for passage 
today in the house 
by Represen- 


tative Webb of 
North Carolina, 


chairman ft the committee of judi- 
ciary. .This measure, known a* the 
Webb export trade bill, permits the 
Formation of common selling agen- 
cies for the 
foreign trade of the 


United State*, 
while at the same 


time placing such associations be- 
yond the operation of the Sherman 
anti-trust law. 


Chairman Webb is prepared to 


combat every effort to sidetrack his 
proposition at the session now draw- 
ing to a close. 


"The necessity for 
this legisla- 


tion," aaid Mr. Webb today, "rests 
largely upon doubt that exists in the 
minds of our exporters as to the cor- 
rect construction that should be 
placed upon existing anti-trust laws 
as applied to organizations engaged 
In export trade. 
In order that this 


country may hold the foreign trade 
which has been acquired during the 
European war and successfully meet 
the competition that will be offered 
when the war is over, our exporters 
must be In a position to compete in 
the cheapest and mqst effectual man- 
ner.

The omelet makes a delicate way 


of serving eggs 
during 
the warm 


summer days, when one wants foods 
as light and airy as possible. The 
plain omelet may be varied in many 
ways so that it will be a surprise to 
the family each time. 


Orange Omelet—Beat the yolks of 


4 eggs, add 
4 tablespoons of pow- 


dered sugar. 4 tablespoons of orange 
juice, 1-2 teaspoon of salt, and tbe 
grated rind ot half an orange. Beat 
the whites until stiff, and then fold 
into the yolk mixture. Turn into a 
hot buttered omelet pan, cook very 
slowly until 
browned underneath, 


then put into the oven to finish cook- 
ing. 
Especial care will have to be 


taken in cooking this omelet that It 
does not burn, because the 
sugar 


will tend to make it scorch easier. 


Ham Omelet—Grind enough cold 


boiled ham to cake about 3-4 of a 
cup. Put 4 teaspoons of butter in a 
frying pan, and, while melting, sep- 
arate the 
whites and 
yolks of 4 


eggs; then beat the whites until very 
stiff. To the yolks add 1-2 teaspoon 
of salt, a dash of pepper, and beat 
with a fork until light and creamy. 
Carefully and gradually add 1-4 cup 
of hot water to the yolks, stirring all 
the time, then the 
chopped ham. 


Cut and fold tbe entire mixture Into 
the whites, pour into the frying pan 
containing the melted butter, cover 
closely, and place over a low flame. 
When puffed and nicely browned on 
one side, set in the oven to dry off. 
Fold and turn on to a hot platter, 
and pour tomato 
sauce around It. 


Make the tomato sauce by melting 
2 tablespoons of butter in a sauce- 
pan, 
adding 2 tablespoons of flour, 


and mixing well; when blended, add 
1 cup of strained tomatoes, pouring 
the liquid in gradually so as to mix 
smoothly with the flour. 
Add 1-2 


teaspoon of finely 
chopped onion. 


Return to the fire, cook, stirring con- 
stantly until the mixture thickens 
and boil 
2 or 3 minutes. Strain 


around the omelet. 


Cheese Omelet—Make an omelet 


In the same way as for the ham ome- 
let, but just before removing from 
the pan sprinkle with 4 tablespoons 
of grated cheese, fold over and serve. 
Or the cheese may be added to the 
yolk ot the eggs and cooked with 
the omelet.

4 
eggs 


slightly, add 1-4 cup of milk, water, 
stock or fruit juice, 1-2 teaspoon of 
salt, 1-4 teaspoon of pepper.

OF GOVERNMENT REGULATION. 
That's why the United States has fol- 


lowed the latter course instead of the for- 
mer. 


American policy has been the control, but 


not the ownership, of public utilities by the 
government. 


The result has been wise regulation on 


the basis of justice instead of waste and ex- 
travagance by office-holders. 


The United States regulates the rail- 


roads, but it doesn't care to own them for a 
minute. We regulate the trusts, but don't 
become a partner, as does the German gov- 
ernment. We restrict monopolies, but do 
not buy stock. And the nation curbs exces- 
sive prices and rates without owning a sin- 
gle company. As long as the margin is fair 
the public encourages the company. 


One glance at the annual expenditures 6f 


congress will- disclose the reason. Lavish 
waste in the form of "pork" has been too 
costly to justify the extension of the field 
of ownership. We spend millions of dollars 
to dredge backwoods streams tnd erect 
marble buildings in small towns. That 
pleases the community and re-elects the 
congressman. It's all a matter of politics. 
The only utility which the government 
owns, the postoffice, always shows a deficit. 
The government could save $10,000,000 to 
$18,000,000 annually on it. (See hearings 
before the senate committee on House Res- 
olution 17042, 1914). 


If any private company ran its 


business on the system used by the 
government, it would go bankrupt. 


The same thing holds true with municipal 


ownership. It has failed elsewhere and on 
other utilities, and it is safe to infer that it 
would fail here with the telephone. Poli- 
tics enters into it, that's why. A new man 
for every job with each change of control- 
that's municipal ownership.

The decision in this case, which Is 


known as Labor vs. Loewe, declared 
that the damages in tbe case were 
$80,060, which, under the provision* 
of the Sherman anti-trust act, were 
tripled, and, together with the costs 
ot the case and the interest, made a 


tal sum of over $100,000, which 


the Danbury hatters must pay D. B. 
Loewe ft Company. 


Mr. Charles B. Hughes was a Jus- 


tic* of the United States supreme 
court at the time this decision was 
rendered, and he concurred In the 
decision. 


The last decision in this case, al- 


though It IE brief, reaffirms all that 
the court declared in Its 1908 op in 
ion. 


There Is another opinion of the 


United States supreme court, writ- 
ten 'by Justice Hughes, Which throws 
light upon his attitude upon this 
principle, which is of fundamental 
importance to the workers of the 
country. 
It is his opinion in the 


caee of Truax vs. Reich, a case 
involves the constitutionality of the 
Arizona anti-alien law.

BASLE, Swtizerland. Aug. 24. 


Colonel Kgli, of the Swiss army, now 
serving as a war correspondent, to- 
day writes in the newspaper Nach- 
richten of this city an account of a 
visit he has just made to the Aus- 
trian front in southern Gallcla and 
the Bukowina. He found the army 
of 
General von 
Pflanzer-Baltin, 


which has fallen back across Buko- 
kina before the 
Russian advance, 


still in excellent condition, despite 
allied reports that 
its retreat had; 


been debacle. 


He says, in part: 
"When I reached the southeastern 


wing of the Austrian line the Rus- 
sians had Just begun an attack on 
Mount Capul, which rises 5,400 feet 
above the plains of the Bukowina. 
At the same time the Russian forces 
advanced against 
Hill No. 1360, 


which was four miles further east 
and a little south of Luczina. Both 
attacks were repulsed 
with heavy 


losses for the Russians. 


"Accompanied by an Austrian cap- 


tain I left the Valley of the Golden 
Blstritaa and went to Klrlibaba val- 
ley, where I had a better chance to 
observe the attacked 
positions.

troops. 


Newly arrived reserves were coolly 
constructing shelters for men and 
horses less than two miles behind 
the battle front.
